The ftructure of this Lithophyte is fo elegant 
that it may juftly be confidered as one of the moft 
beautiful of the whole coral tribe. It confifts of 
an undulating, flat, upright lamina, fomctimes fo 
difpofed as to form a fingle cup-like figure; at 
other times running into a luxuriant ftate, and ap- 
pearing richly folded and turned in a fomewhat 
irregular direction in the manner of a ruffle. The 
perforations, which are large, extremely numerous, 

and 


and of a rcgular form, give the coral the appearance 
of lace. It is from this fingular afpe& that the 
French have given to this fpecies of Millepore the 
expreflive title of Manchette de Neptune, or Nep- 
tune’s ruffle. When microfcopically examined, it 
appears pierced all over on the internal or upper 
furface by oval foramina; the fuppofed habitations 
of polypc-like animals. The colour of this Mille- 
pore is fometimes milk-white; at other times yel- 
lowifh.
